Need Consent Of 
Land Owners

tide season, Christmas trees cut­ 
ters, buyers and home-owners are 
urged to obtain bills of sale and 
consent before cutting 
evergreen 
boughs and Christmas trees. Act. 
124 of P. A. 1933 makes it unlaw­ 
ful to cut, remove, or transport 
said boughs or 
Christmas 
trees 
without the written consent of the 
owner of the land on which same 
is grown. 
People cutting one tree or 
an 
armfull of boughs 
unauthorized 
are as much in violation of the 
act as those cutting truckloads. 
Each year, many complaints 
are 
received from landowners regard­ 
ing the snitching 
of individual 
trees according to Don Zettle, Re­ 
gional Forestry

partm ent of Conservation, 
Mar­ 
quette. It is also unlawful to re­

Hope For Better County Roads 
A 
report by the Delta county road com­ 
mission to the road and bridges com­ 
mittee of the Delta county board of super­ 
visors Monday revealed the meaning of in­ 
creased state gasoline taxes for improve­ 
ment of local roads. 
The boost in gasoline taxes assures bet­ 
ter maintenance of both primary and local 
roads in the county. In view of the present 
condition of many of these roads it is ap­ 
parent that the new formula comes at a 
particularly 
appropriate 
time. 
County 
roads have been 
gradually 
deteriorating 
because funds have been 
inadequate 
to 
meet the costs of maintenance. 
Even the improved financial arrange­ 
ment, however, is not sufficient to pro- 


Korean War Is 
Not 'Useless' 
S 
ENATOR TAFT, in his pre-convention 
campaign about the country, frequent­ 
ly ascribes the Korean war interchange­ 
ably as an “unnecessary’' and a “useless' 
conflict. 
Without wishing to split hairs one may 
suggest that there is an important distinc­ 
tion between these two terms. The senator 
may intend that both shall apply, but they 
are hardly synonymous. 
For instance. 
Prime Minister Churchill 
often has characterized W’orld War II as 
the “unnecessary war.” 
But. so far as is 
known, 
he 
never 
called 
it 
a 
useless 
struggle. 
What Churchill meant was that if the 
free nations had recognized their danger, 
had armed themselves and banded togeth­ 
er soon enough, there would have been no 
war. 
Hitler would have understood the 
odds against him. and would not have at­ 
tempted the conquest of Europe. 
By not awaking until the last moment, 
the West encouraged Hitler to try. By then, 
obviously, freedom was genuinely in peril. 
To 
call 
a 
war to preserve it “useless’’ 


vide assurance that all road work can be 
accomplished without the financial assist­ 
ance the townships can give for improving 
local roads. Most of the townships under­ 
stand this problem and are 
making 
ar­ 
rangements to provide financial assistance 
with funds being collected from the sales 
tax diversion amendment. 
Virtually no funds have been expended 
for bridge maintenance or improvement on 
county roads in a number of years.

The accident which 
c6st the life of a motorist probably could 
have been averted if the bridge had steel 
railing instead of a wood rail that broke 
with the impact of a swerving truck. 
Despite the obvious need for additional 
funds to finance road maintenance and 
road construction however, there are forces 
at work in the state attempting to block 
the cent and a half gasoline tax increase. 
Some of these forces probably are sincere 
but many are only selfish. Others are po­ 
litically inspired. 


Air Service To 
Detroit Most Urgent 
'T'HE request of the Harnischfeger Cor- 
poration that Escanaba support Wis­ 
consin Central’s application for a perma­ 
nent certificate for commercial air service 
in the Upper Peninsula creates somewhat 
of a problem for civic officials. 
Walter 
Menck, 
vice president of Har- 
nischfeger, reports that his company util­ 
izes the services of Wisconsin Central con­ 
siderably between Escanaba and Milwau­ 
kee in the operation of their plants in the 
two communities. The company’s desire to 
have the service maintained is understand­ 
able. 
Escanaba, 
too, 
would like Wisconsin 
Central to continue to operate a commer­ 
cial air service to the peninsula from Chi­ 
cago. The local community and most of the 
other cities of the Upper Peninsula 
also 
would have been to declare that libert.v is j want direct mail and air travel service to 
not wort blighting for. 
In the sense conveyed by Churchill. 
;t 
might readily be argued that the Korean 
war, 
too. is 
unnecessary. 
Neither 
the 
United States nor any of its Western Allies 
seem properly to have grasped the m ean­ 
ing of Red menace in the Far East. 
And 
when top defense and diplomatic officials 
openly placed Korea beyond our protective 
orbit, they issued a clear invitation to Mos­ 
cow to try to move in. 
Had we made it plain that an invasion 
of Sou*h Korea would be countered as we 
actually did meet it, there is good reason 
to believe the Communists might 
never 
have marched. Our best analysts are con­ 
vinced Russia was truly surprised at our 
response. 
But, granting the error and short-sight­ 
edness that perhaps justify 
labeling 
the 
w ar unnecessary, does it follow that it is 
therefore useless as well? 
Once the aggression was begun, the 
threat to the freedom of all Asia, not to 
mention Europe, was real. 
An aggressor 
unchallenged is an aggressor emboldened. 
Ethiopia, Austria, Czechoslovakia in 
the 
years up to World War II are the proof of 
that. 
Is it of no value that by going into Korea 
we have thereby successfully resisted ag­ 
gression? Is it of no value that we have 
thus encouraged the whole free world to 
believe that the dismal history of the 1930’> 
need not be repeated if we stand firm at 
the first sign of trouble? 
The cost of Korea in lives and material 
has been heavy, and today 
we 
see 
no 
wholly logical or clean-cut 
end 
to 
this 
thing we have entered upon. 
But would 
not the cost of weak-kneed acceptance of 
that aggression have been 
as 
much 
01 
more? The morale of free peoples every­ 
where would have suffered a great blow; 
conversetly. communism would have gain­ 
ed tremendous impetus. Would Korea then 
have been the last aggression? More likely 
the first of a series. 
At some point the tree nations would 
have had to step in to combat these en ­ 
croachments. Would that action have been 
easier 
and 
cheaper 
than 
Korea? 
The 
chances are it woul dhave been far more 
costly and difficult.

Every two years the United States is re­ 
minded it has a great strength in the Girl 
Scouts. Every two years, as this year in 
Boston, the Girl Scouts of America hold 
their convention. 
Now, conventions come and go, and in 
many cases conventions are nothing but 
jollifications in the large economy size. 
But we submit that the convention of the 
adult organization of Girl Scouting in this 
country is something a great deal 
more 
significant. 
These men and women from every state 
in the Union come together once every two 
years to examine whether this organiza­ 
tion for the better cherishing 
of 
young 
American womenhood is meeting the de­ 
mands of the day, and if it is not, in their 
view, to make adjustments through which 
it will. 
Through the years since 1912, when the 
American Girl Scout movement was estab­ 
lished by Juliette Gordon Low in Savan­ 
nah, Georgia, they have succeeded emin­ 
ently well—so well, indeed,

Girl

whose absence would be unthinkable. 
The term “Girl Scout” has so endeared 
itself to Americans that it is synonymous 
with the good-deed-a-day idea of living, 
and though we often make a joke or two 
about it, we couldn’t do without it.

CATTLE ONCE A MEASURE 
» 
OF WEALTH 
Now’ and then we hear of some friend 
who is, we are told, “impecunious vlM-pi- 
KYOO’-ni-us), or whose “ pecuniary (pi - 
K Y O O -ni-air-y) circumstonces a ir in a 
bad way. It sounds as if it might bo some­ 
thing catching, like 
impetigo 
(IM -puh- 
TIE’-go), but if we once 
analyze 
these 
words clearly we may be able to fix them 
in our minds indelibly and be able to use 
them at will. 
Back in olden times, just as in many 
rural regions today, a man's wealth was 
measured, not by the money that he might 
have in cash or in the bank, but by the cat­ 
tle that he owned—the num ber of goats. 
sheep, and cows or oxen. Now the Latin 
word for cattle was “pecus,” and because 
the possession of cattle was a mark of 
wealth, so the term “pecus” began to de­ 
note property or money. 
Therefore “im­ 
pecunious,” which we use to mean poor, 
needy, lacking in money, came originally 
from Latin “im,” without, and “pecus;” ' 
one who is impecunious is by olden stan­ 
dards, one who possesses no cattle. 
And 
“pecuniary,” 
which now means financial 
or monetary, referral gto money matters, 
also referred at one time to the cattle thai 
one possessed. 
It 
is 
interesting to note that Hie tame 
“pecus” was also the source of our word 
“peculiar.” “Pecus,” as stated above, wa* 
one’s wealth; 
hence, one’s own personal 
property. 
And 
when 
any such private 
property was held by a person, such as a 
slave or a son, who was not strictly en­ 
titled to own property, the 
old 
Romans 
called that “peculium.” “Peculiar” is de­ 
rived from that, and, in precise usage, or- 
igially meant belonging to 
one 
person 
only; hence, characteristic of one person.

And 
“peculate” 
(PEK-vu-LATE) also 
stems from the same cattle. The Latin verb 
was “peculor," which originally meant to 
steal cattle, but when “pecus” came 
to 
mean any form of wealth, this verb ac­ 
quired the more limited meaning, to steal 
or embezzle public funds, that it has today.

“None of the Communist war 
prisoners have been killed by us,” 
he added. 
“The figures compiled by the 
United Nations command are far 
from 
complete,” 
Hanley 
said, 
“but show a record of killings and 
barbarism unique even in Com­ 
munist China.” 
Civilians Slaughtered 
He said untabulated atrocity 
killings of South Korean soldiers 
probably far outnumber the tabu­ 
lated losses and do not even touch 
atrocity slayings of Korean civil­ 
ians 
Hanley said South Korean mili­ 
tary casualties in general 
have 
run at least twice that of other 
U. N. countries. - 
He said North Korean and Chi­ 
nese Red troops have shown par­ 
ticular animosity toward 
South 
Korean soldiers. 
Hanley estimated about 250,000 
Korean civilians had been killed 
by Communists since the start of 
the fighting. 
* He said 25,575 political prison­ 
ers and local South Korean offi­ 
cials were killed in the Red re­ 
treat to North Korea in the fall of 
1950. An additional 10,284 North 
Korean 
civilians were killed in 
October as 
the 
North 
Korean 
army made a further retreat to­ 
ward the Yalu river border be­ 
tween Korea and Manchuria. Most 
of the latter were labeled “reac­ 
tionaries,” Hanley said. 
Chinese Worst Murderers 
H&nley’s 
figures showed that 
North Korean Reds had 
killed 
about 3,000 American prisoners of 
war up to Oct. 31, 1950, about the 
time Red China entered the fight­ 
ing. 
From 
then on most of the 
atrocity 
killings 
have been the 
work of Chinese Reds, he said. 
Since the Chinese entered the 
w ar they have killed 2,642 U. N. 
soldiers, exclusive of South Ko­ 
reans, Hanley reported. 
He said 
North Korean troops in that time 
had committed only 147 atrocity 
slayings. 
Hanley broke down the killings 
attributed to Chinese since Nov I, 
1950, as follows: 
Americans, 
2,513: 
Turks, 
40; 
British, IO; Belgains, five; other 
U N. troops, 75. 
“This is in sharp conflict with 
the Chinese claim of compliance 
with the Geneva convention in 
the treatment of war 
prisoners,” 
Hanley said. 
The Chinese Com­ 
munist government did not sign 
the Geneva convention.

HEW YORK—“ I expect I must 
have killed maybe 120,130 people,” 
•he man with the squashed nose 
and wide mouth said.

I’ve been electrocuted 50 times, 
and hanged maybe IO, 15 times, 
but I will tell you one thing: Crime 
»o far as I am concerned, pays 
better than law and order. I was 
doing better as a crook than I 
have been doing since I went 
straight.” 
This is a reasonably startling 
abatement from a man who is sit— 
^ ting in $ respectable cafe, drink­ 
ing tea and who had a train to 
latch, although he is not on the 
lam. 
There has been so much 
erime and corruption about that 
I thought-a short talk with Horace 
McMahon would be illuminating. 
Mr. McMahon is only a pasteboard 
crook. 
He got his flattened nose 
while earning the right to be nam­ 
ed Horace as a child. 
I sympath­ 
ize. 
The hump in 
my 
schnoz 
comes from having the middle 
name of Chester, and don’t any­ 
body laugh, because I’m still sen­ 
sitive. 


Killer in 60 Movies 


Mac has just finished a stint 
on the side of law and order. He 
has played the second cop in both 
the stage and screen versions of 
‘‘Detective Story,” Sydney Kings­ 
ley’s fine piece of reportage on 
what goes on in a precinct station 
house. 
This, after a lifetime of 
playing gangsters in the movies, 
and, believe me, Horace McMahon, 
a gentle man with a twisted sense 
of humor, has been the most sin­ 
ister killer of them all, in over 60 
.movies. 
$ 
Mac played so many crooks that 
he has become a cop collector. He 
has been the policemen’s favorite 
criminal for years. 
When he tra­ 
vels he is always stopped and ask­ 
ed for identification, mostly as a 
gag. 
But in the process of the 
prank he has come to know about 


half the detectives in the country. 
He is very probably the top speak­ 
er-in-demand at policemen’s func­ 
tions all over the nation, merely 
because he looks so

and 
snarls so good. 
In all his years of playing hood­ 
lum, Mac has had only two de­ 
partures from type in the movies. 
Once he got accidentally miscast 
in a Gene Autry western, and the 
other time, through some freak 
of circumstance, got hooked into 
the role of a French assassin in 
“Marie Antoinette.” He had a ter­ 
rible time in both. 
Can’t Shoot From flip 
“ I can’t shoot from the hip, 
western style,” Mac said. “I’m a 
chopper-man, or if it’s pistols, 
I’m a shoulder-holster kid. 
Also 
I never learned how to get up onto, 
or down off of, a horse—terrible 
experience. In the last scene, Au- 
trl beat hell out of four of us 
and threw us off a streetcar.

ANKARA, Turkey — (NEA) - 
You can’t help liking the Turks. 
They are so poor, and so earnest. 
Such rags and tatters on the poor 
beggars who carry such impossible 
loads on their backs. 
Patch-on- 
patch-on-patch ;n such Unbeliev­ 
able combinations of colors and 
materials as to make Joseph’s coat 
of many colors look as conserva­ 
tive as an undertaker’s Prince Al­ 
bert. 
Standard footgear of the peas­ 
ants along the 25-mile drive from 
Ankara’s big airport to the hill- 
town capital seem to be rubbers 
worn over heavy hand-knit wool 
socks into which the pants were 
tucked. 
By contrast, 
there 
are 
more 
taxicabs 
along 
Ankara’s 
main 
stem, Ataturk Boulevard, than in 
any city of comparable size. 
The hardware stores offer good 
lines of tools, heavy machinery, 
technical 
and 
scientific 
equip­ 
ment. The cars are modern Amer­ 
ican makes and not the midget 
French and Italian models, even 
though gasoline costs 56 cents a 
gallon. Electric refrigerators, vac­ 
uum cleaners and washing mach­ 
ine models are in the store win­ 
dows for those who can afford to 
buy, which would seem to be few. 
The standard wage for the best 
mechanics, coal miners and indus­ 
trial workers is around IOO Ital­ 
ian lira a month, which is the

Welcome American Influence 
Every place in Europe, the edu­ 
cated people pass out the line that 
theirs is an old culture, an es­ 
tablished civilization and way of 
life which they want to keep. They 
resent American influence to do 
things in a more modern way, to 
change. 
In Turkey it’s the exact opposite. 
Anything that happened before 
1922, when the new Turkey was 
born, they want to forget. Ataturk, 
founder of the new Turkey, real­ 
ized that his country had lost its 
empire because it was behind the 
times. 
He set out deliberately to 
wesernize Turkey and to make it 
a part of Europe, not of Asia. His 
people are still trying. 
They have a long way to go, per­ 
haps, but the progress they have 
made in 28 years breaks a world 
record. They modernized their al­ 
phabet. 
Their women discarded 
the veil for hats and make-up. LiU 
eracy was increased from 20 to 50 
per cent. 
The first white flour ever to be 
milled in Turkey will be put on 
the market soon from this year’s 
bumper wheat crop. It will be an 
event. 
A modern democratic constitu­ 
tion was adopted and old Premier 
Inonu, who 
succeeded 
Ataturk, 
lived to have his wish to see his 
party defeated in a free democra­ 
tic election which would make him 
leader of the opposition. 
Though Turkey’s revolution be­ 
gan five years after Russia’s, the 
new Turkey is way in the lead of 
Russia in its democracy, and it is 
still forging ahead. 
Riding Popularity Wave 
There are some 3000 Americans 
and their families in Ankara now, 
under Ambassador George Wads­ 
worth, Maj.-Gen. William H. Arn­ 
old, head of the military aid mis­ 
sion, and Orren H. MacJunkens, 
head of the Marshall Plan mis­ 
sion. 
Their jobs are to help Tur­ 
key to go forward. 
They are rid­ 
ing high on the crest of a wave 
of popularity for all things Amer­ 
ican. 
In conference, U. S. and 
Turkish officials talk about what 
“we” are doing, not what “they” 
or “you” are doing. 
All the Americans and 
their 
wives who meet at the inevitable 
round of cocktail parties where 
they see each other over and over 
again, say they love the place. 
Plenty of baby sitters, for one 
thing. Help is cheap—$15 a month 
average. 
For fun, there is what has been 
conservatively described as the 
world’s worst golf course, with 
sheep as extra hazards. 
The two 
principal restaurants have boon 
Americanized even to the extent 
of serving what passes for Amer­ 
ican coffee, on request. 
Then there is the opera. 
The

the Turks have gone modern, in 
spite of the contrast between the 
old town of Ankara on the hills 
and the beautiful new capital city 
still growing around a lake and 
a magnificent park in the valley.

Germany Free School 


Idea Is Accepted 


FRANKFURT, 
Germany — (ZP) 
—The American 
idea 
of 
free 
schooling for everybody has at 
last been accepted by every state 
in the U. S. zone of Germany. 
American 
officials 
have 
been 
preaching this idea to the Germans 
for six years—ever since the war. 
But progress was slow until the 
last year. Then state after state 
began to fall in line. Wucrttem- 
berg-Baden was the last to yield. 
It finally passed the law in August. 
1951. 
So far. however, it is only a pro­ 
mise in W uerttemberg-Baden. Its 
law provides that the present tui­ 
tion fees will be reduced gradually 
every year for five years until 
they are wiped out in 1956. Ba­ 
varia, also slow in adopting the 
principle, has a law providing for 
free tuition beginning 
with 
the 
next school year. The free school­ 
ing extends only through elemen­ 
tary and high schools 
in 
most 
states. But Hesse carries it clear 
through the university. 
Children still must pay tuition 
in most of the British and French 
zones.

welder 
works like a sewing machine. The 
machine is threated with a shin­ 
ing welding rod. But the seams

rip because the pieces 
of

The machine resembles a 
lilt­ 
ing crane as it 
rolls 
back
